Section  1 Assignment:  Poetry  Snapshot 

Read  all  parts  of  your  assignment  carefully  and  record  your  answers  in  the  appropriate 
places. 

1.  As  you  explore  what  other  people  think  about  poetry,  it’s  crucial  that  you  formulate  your 
ideas  about  it.  Use  your  own  knowledge  and  experience — both  inside  and  outside  of  school — 
to  write  a short  composition  in  the  style  of  a Writing  Folder  entry  in  which  you  present  your 
own  definition  of  poetry.  For  example,  think  of  poems  you’ve  encountered  throughout  your 
life.  As  part  of  your  entry,  explain  how  you  arrived  at  your  definition;  be  sure  to  discuss  your 
influences  and  sources. 

Your  response  will  be  graded  according  to  the  Writing  Folder  Assessment  Criteria  on  page  27 
in  Section  1 : Lesson  2 of  Module  1 .

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The  relationship  between  poetry  and  prose  is  complex,  and  so  is  your  relationship  to  both  of 
them.  In  this  question,  you’ll  explore  these  complexities  further  by  reading  two  extracts 
written  about  the  same  event — the  gold-medal  match  played  by  the  Canadian  Women’s 
Hockey  Team  at  the  Winter  Olympics  in  February  2002.  One  account  is  written  in  poetry, 
and  the  other  is  in  prose.  Read  them  both,  and  then  respond  to  the  question  that  follows. 


Canadian  Angels 

Angels  of  the  House,  Angels  of  Mercy- 
yes,  they’ve  called  women  that. 

But  these  are  Angels  of  Ice.  Hard-muscled, 
sharp,  dangerous  as  winter’s  cold. 

How  else  do  you  explain  their  speed, 
the  hght  streaming  from  their  helmets, 
the  shck  of  water  under  their  burning  blades 
that  cut  across  the  blue  lines  like  scissors 
slicing  through  the  cotton  for  a quilt? 

Lace  to  these  gals  is  lacing  up. 

Cinnamon  and  allspice  is  slapshot, 
snapshot,  backhand,  wrist — 
that’s  the  recipe  they’re  passing  on 
from  mothers  to  daughters, 
to  women  hke  me 

whose  brothers  in  our  races  at  outdoor  rinks 
skated  backwards  and  beat  us  every  time. 

Break  away,  break  away, 
swift  angels  carrying  the  puck, 
invisible  wings  beating,  your  goahe 
a blaze  of  glory  in  the  crease. 

All  across  the  North  we’ll  roar  and  cheer. 
You’ll  fly  us  far  above  the  boards, 
above  the  rooftop  of  the  rink  tonight, 
fly  us  into  the  skate-blade  brightness 
of  the  winter  stars.

Okay,  so  the  Canadian  Women's  Gold-Medal  Hockey  Team  of  the  2002  Winter  Olympics  isn't 
exactly  a “Cool  Canadian.”  No — they're  Cool  Canadiennes.  And  why  not  feature  them  at  Citzine? 
These  champions  of  Salt  Lake  City  have  been  the  pride  of  our  nation,  and  they're  an  inspiration 
to  young  female  aspiring  athletes  everywhere. 

Just  take  a look  at  Kim  St-Pierre,  the  goalie  from  Quebec  who  stopped  33  of  35  shots  at  the  World 
Championships.  St-Pierre  studies  kinesiology  at  McGill  University,  and  has  played  softball  and 
soccer.  Or  look  at  Hayley  Wickenheiser,  the  MVP  at  the  2002  Winter  Olympic  tournament  who's 
said  to  be  the  “Gretzky  of  women’s  hockey.”  The  Saskatchewan  native  also  plays  softball  in  the 
Summer  Olympics.  From  Cherie  Piper  to  Cassie  Campbell,  it's  easy  to  see  that  every  one  of  the 
Canadian  Women's  Hockey  Team  are  hometown-sized  Canadians  with  Olympic-sized  hearts. 

The  Canadian  Women’s  Hockey  Team  beat  the  American  Team  at  Salt  Lake  City  despite  a 
referee  who  some  thought  to  be  unfair.  Interestingly,  members  of  the  Canadian  Women's 
Hockey  Team  will  get  paid  $ 1 , 100  a month  by  the  government  in  compensation,  while  their  male 
counterparts  go  to  the  NHL  to  earn  millions.  Despite  adversity,  the  women's  team  will  continue 
to  practice  and  participate  in  championships  and,  hopefully,  continue  their  legacy  at  the  2006 
Winter  Olympic  Games  in  Italy.  Seeing  them  play  in  Salt  Lake  City,  we  are  all  indeed  more  than 
ever  proud  to  be  Canadians. 


The  poet  Mina  Loy  says  “Poetry  is  prose  bewitched.”  Think  about  this  statement  as  it  applies 
to  these  two  pieces  of  writing;  then  use  the  space  that  follows  to  compare  the  two  texts. 
Explain  how  the  poem  is  “bewitched”  in  a way  the  prose  piece  isn’t. 

Though  both  texts  take  the  same  event  as  their  subject,  they  differ  in  their  purposes,  their 
formats,  the  kinds  of  details  they  include,  and  the  impacts  they  have  on  their  audiences.  In 
your  discussion,  explain  how  this  is  so,  referring  to  specific  details  in  each  text.  You  may  also 
want  to  include  details  of  your  own  personal  experience  reading  each  piece.
